Erected on the spot occu- 
pied by the original struc- 
ture, criminally destroyed 
through the wicked agencies 
of conspiracy, dynamite and 
fire on October 1, 1910; re 
built 1911-1912, and reoccu- 
pied October 1, 1912. 

The aim of the builders 
has been to make the builld- 
ing as nearly fire-proof, 
earthquake-proof and dyna- 
mite-proof as is pumanly 
possible, and also to make it 
exactly suited to the prac- 
tical and exacting require 
ments of the expanded and 

expanding business. 

Tue new building is wider, 
deeper, higher in the air, extends farther 
into the earth, and is more solid, massive, 
enduring and imposing in appearance than 
was the destroyed structure. 

The building covers a private closable 
alley running north from First street along 
the easterly side. From this alley à power. 
ful paper hoist starts, connecting with the 
gub-basement. “Ink Alley,” 80 called, whica 
ran eastwardly from the Broadway front, 
and was the point chosen by the dynamiters 
for their criminal operations, has been 
abolished. 

Five public entrances from the street, two 
passenger elevators, three freight elevators, 
two plate elevators and one electric paper 
The first 
floor is reached by the general entrances, 
and the other floors, as well as the roof, are 
reached by elevators, and also by adequate 
stairways. Near the northwest corner a de- 
pendable stairway for the force rises from 
the Broadway side, running against the im- 
terior of the north wall all the way to the 
top of the building, connecting en route with

A commanding structure, 22 by 22 feet 
square, reaching 150 feet above the side 
walk..

The clock is visible from a laps distance, 
and as a time-teller is a marvel of accuracy.

The Tablets and Their Legends 

On the outside wall, west side, is an erec- 
tion tablet of solid brass, with a bronzed 
surface, giving the date of the destruction 
of the original Times Bullding, the duration 
of the period of reconstruction, the date of 
the occupation of the new building, and a 
“The Crime of the Com 
ury.” 

Just within the southeast entrance is a 
bronze tablet bearing a copy of the im- 
mortal address of Abraham Lincoln on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg. 

Within the main entrance 1 a tablet of 
solid brass showing a reproduction in fac- 
simile of the first page of The Times for 
October 1, 1912. 

On the west front, near the public en- 
trance on that side, is a rescued and re- 
stored brass tablet bearing a historical 
legend which explains itself. 

Within the building, on the first floor, at 
the foot of the easterly stairway, is a metal 
tablet headed “Our Martyred Men, being 
a replica of the.impressive and striking tab- 
let, with its eloquent and touching words, 
which appears upon the monument erected 
to the dead of The Times in Hollywood 
Cemetery. This replica has been placed 
here by men and women of the Times pha- 
lanx, in memory of their dead co-workers. 

At the main front entrance are two res 
cued and restored braes signs, which will be 
easily recognized. 

At the right of the main front entrance 
is the rescued San Pedro Harbor tablet, 
placed on the old building by appreciative 
citizens in April, 1899.

It was known to all the country that the 
long conflict of The Times had not been 
of its own making or for ita own sake. 
Every right-minded citizen of the country 
knew that the conflict, in all its broader and 
larger aspects, was their conflict; that the 
blow aimed at The Times was aimed at ev- 
ery lezally conducted industry in America, 
at the head and arm of every independent, 
selftespecting laborer between the two 


The destruction of the Times Bullding 
and oi its principal plant was complete and 
for the time being irreparable. The tron- 
Des of the journal did not end with the fall 
of the building and the crippling of its 
machinery on that fateful morning of the 
first day of October, These troubles 
have been with us u an almost unendurable 
measure during every day since that sad 
No. great journal in the world has

| ever been obliged to conduct so large a 


The Times has faced during these past 
twenty-four months. None but publishers 
can understand how many and great these 
difficulties have been. But for the anchor 
„to windward which The Times had in its 
Auxiliary Plant, a mile away from the cen- 
tral building, these difficuities would have 
been insurmountable. In this Auxillary 
Plant the company had a complete news 
paper outfit, fairly adequate, though sec- 
ondary to its main plant. 

It was an achievement commented upon 
with amazement in far-distant newspaper 
circles, as well as in other centers of ac 
tivity and material accomplishment, that 
on the very morning of the destruction of 


its building and main printing plant—tn | 


fact, within six hours after the edifice came 
crashing around tlhe ears of the operatives 
morning's issue of The Times ap 
peared upon the etreets, curtalled in size, 
to be sure, but The Times all the same. 
Not only the machinery, but all the account 
books, advertising contracts and like rec- 
ords bad been destroyed. et when that 
terrible day was still young an issue, of 
The Times was out and laid down at 

doors of its subscribers. 

With their cOmrades dead lu and around 
the building, the whole staff, both in the 
mechanical and editorial departments, res 
olutely faced their duties. While their 
hearts ached and their brains throbbed, 
the writers produced “copy” which the ma 
chine men converted into slugs, the stereo 
typers into plates, and the pressmen into 
printed sheets. 

Thereafter, on the succeeding day, began 
the work of producing a paper in some de 
gree commensurate with the great dally 
achievement of this journal, remarkab 
among the newspapers of the civilized 
world. Instead of a compact equipment 
all under one roof, where the business of 
the paper, the compiling of the news, the 
writing of the editorial comment and the 
mechanical operations were all carried on, 
one department within easy reach of am 
other, the supplementa! plant which served 
sO notably in the exigency was at one 
point in the city, the editorial department 
and all the writers of the staff at another 
point a mile away, and the business end of 
the paper housed in a different location, 
blocks apart from the editorial rooms. The 
whole system of book-keeping had to be 
reconstructed, the maliling lists renewed, 
new advertising contracts written, 
tered and catalogued, and all the multttudt 
nous branches into which the practical ac 
tivities of publishing a newspaper are sep- 
arated, had to be undertaken from the very 
beginning. It was not the problem of pub 
lishing a little new-born newspaper, where 
the departments would expand as the busi- 
ness grew, but it was to meet the demand 
of the public accustomed to having served 
to them daily a very large newspaper, and 
one whose policies had for a generation 
been carried on along the lines of the most 
practical and rapid progress known in the 
field of journalism. 

These difficulties have, it is true, les 
sened month by month, through the un- 
ceasing efforts of the owners, as the two 
years have gone by. The accounting de 
partment was soon put back into its afore 
time efficient condition. The news-gather- 
ing facilities of the paper were quickly re 
assembled in hands firm through long er- 
perience in the work, like the manipule- 
tion of the strands of a great rope to be 
twisted daily into the massive cable of 
news-publishing which The Times was 
and is. , 

But it is only with the reconstruction of 
our building, and the final housing of the 
journal, with all its numerous and great 
roof, and all 
properly connected, so that the various 
heads and hands may work intelligently 
under one central control, that our difficul- 
ties will all be past. 

It is over the practical accomplishment 
of this task, and with the end now clearly 
in sight, that we invite our friends in the 
city and country, in the State and “all ‘long 
shore,” and throughout the whole United 
States, to join with us in rejoicing now and 
henceforth. 


But the difficulties arising out of these 
material surroundings were not all The 
Times had to contend with. The destruc- 
tion of its building and the central plant of 


the journal did not comprise the whole aim 


of its enemies. The houses of the principal 
managers bad been marked for destruction, 
and the plot failed only by accident. The 
Auxiliary Plant was on the list of the dy- 
namiters to be blown up, and these des 
perate criminals were then still at large 
The guardians of the lives and property 
of the people—the police, the detectives 


and other officers of the law—-were at work 


— 


all over the continent to apprehend the 
miscreants: and while The Times properly 
left this task to the State and national au- 
thorities, its Interests were closely bound 
up in everything that was being done. 
“Lest we forget,” let us present a brief 
chronological! table of these events. 


October 1, 1910, just after midnight, 
the building was blown up by a dyna- 
mite bomb placed in a connecting al- 
ley-way near the northwest corner, 
and operated by clockwork. Twenty 
lives were lost in the destroyed bulld- 
ing. and as many more persons in- 
jured tn escaping. During the follow- 
ing morning a bomb was found at the 
home of Gen. Ot (who Vas at the 
time hurrying homeward from Men- 
„ The bomb was incliosed in a suit- 
case, which exploded while almost in 
the hands of the detective. A similar 
infernal machine was found at the 
home of the secretary of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. 

October 2, the matter was put in 
the hands of the police, and the May- 
or of the city retained the world- 
famous detective, Willlam J. Burns. 
to investigate. 

October 3, the dynamite found at 
the home of Zeehandelaar was iden- 
tifed as part of a lot purchased at 
Giant, in the central part of Califor- 
nin, by three men on September 26. 
The Mayor of Los Angeles offered a 
reward of $10,000 and the Super- 
visors of the county one of $5°00 for 
the apprehension and conviction of 
each person concerned in the crime, 

October 4, the launch was discov- 
ered which brought the dynamite 
from Giant to San Francisco. The 
State Legislature offered $16,999 for 
the apprehension of the murderers. 

October . a committee appointed 
by the Mayor declared the Times 
Building was blown up by high ex- 
plosives placed in the alley-way run- 
ning through the building. 

October the funeral of the Ve- 
time of the crime took place, with in- 
terment,. accompanied by solemn rites, 
in Hollywood Cemetery, and numer- 
ously attended.

April 23, J. J. McNamara, J. B. Me- 
Namara and Ortle E. McManigai ar- 
rested in the East by Detective Burns. 

April 28, McManigal reaffirmed a 
confession of guilt previously made, 
and implicated the McNamaras. Clar- 
ence Darrow retained as chief coun- 
sel for defense 

May 3, Judge Walter Bordwell ap- 
pointed by the presiding judge of Los 
Angeles county to try the case against 
the McNamaras. 

May 22, Darrow arrived in Los An- 
geles to take up the defense 

June 6, the McNamaras enter plea 
of not guilty and demand that the in- 
dictment be quashe4d—a motion which 
was overruled by the court. 

August 1, George Behm, uncle of 
McManigal. arrested for not answer- 
ing questions put by the grand jury. 

August 4, Detective Burne arrived 
with more eviden&. 

September 18, warrant issued for J. 
H. Harrington, of counsel! for the de 
fenae, for not answering questions put 
by the grand jury regarding his al 
leged tampering with the State's wit- 
nherses 

September 380, Judge RFordwel! is- 
sued a call for a first venire of 125 
tales men. 

October 9, veniremen appeared in 
court. 

October 11, trial begun before Supe- 
rior Judge Walter Bordwell, a learned, 
capable, just and courdkeous jurist. 

December 1, both defendants plead- 
ed guilty—J. B. McNamara of murder 
in connection with the destruction of 
the Times Building. in which twenty 
lived were lost, and J. J. McNamara 
to attempting to destroy the plant of 
the Liewellyn Iron Works. 

December 6, J. R. McNamara sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment and J. J. 
McNamara to a term of fifteen years. 

December 10, the two convicted 
men were incarcerated in San Quen- 
tin Prison, where they are now serv- 
ing their time 


It is nearly a year since the confes 
sion of guilt before the court of the 
two men whose c&ireer of crime is 
partly covered above. It is easier for 
us at this time to see clearly the ef. 
fect of this confession than even at 
the time. It is a marvelous thing 
in the psychology of human nature 
that at the time of the destruction of 
the Times Building an attempt was 
made by numerous persons to create 


was a matter of accident, if not of 
design on the part of the owners of 
the building, and that there was no 
criminal act connected with the deed. 
Had the McNamaras been tried and 
found guilty by a jury and con- 
demned by the court, hundreds of 
thousands of people would never have 
been convinced of their guilt. This ir 
manifest from the still more astound. 
ing fact in human psychology that, in 
epite of these confessions, there are 
still living some people so misguided 
as to insist that the McNamaras were 
not guilty, and that they are serving 
out a term in prison, one of them for 
life, under an alleged bargain for the 
payment of sums of money to bx 
given for their confessions! Of 
course, those who hold to such a view 
are guffering from extraordinary aber- 
ration of mind, and are very few in 
number. But for their voluntary con 
fession, many thousands would insist 
upon the innocence of the self-con- 
victed criminals, and they would 
have been, instead of the criminals 
of the century, the martyrs of the 
century. The people of the United 
States may well look up to heaver 
and regard it in the light of providen- 
tial interference that these hardened 
men, these leagued monsters, so lack- 
ing in all right human feeling, were 
brought to make their confession, 
and thus put it beyond all question in 
reason as to their guilt. 


By the end of 1911, and with the 
incarceration of the dynamiters, the 
troubles of The Times had measur- 
ably receded into the distance. The 
journal was still laboring under the 
heavy disadvantages set forth above. 
While its large list of actual subscrib- 
ers bad been mainly recovered, and 
its news and other services estab- 
lished upon the normal high plane 
occupied by The Times prior to the 
destruction of its building, yet its 
troubles were not all at an end. 

In the trial of the McNamaras an 
employee of Clarence Darrow, chief 
counsel for their defense, had been 
arrested on a charge of having been 
caught attempting to bribe one of the 
jurors. After some days this man 
working for Clarence Darrow—Bert 
Franklin—confessed that he had tried 
to bribe the juror in question, and also 
confessed to the attempted bribery o 
second juror. 

This brought Clarence Darrow intc 
court to be tried for the crime. He 
is a man of prominence amongst the 
labor organizations, to which th:

rally created world-wide interest, and 


brought into play for his defense the 
activities of many persons prominent 
in the organization of which the Me- 
Namaras formed a part. While hav- 
ing no hand in this particular matter 
in any way, save to faithfully publish 
the news daily, The Times was the 
center around which much of the in- 
terest played. : 

The trial of Clarence Darrow was 
bitterly fought, and in spite of his 
well-known opinions, of his activities 
in the organizations referred to here, 
of his success in clearing persons 
charged with murder, and yet held on 
the evidence largely by popular opin- 
ion as guilty of their deeds, he was 
acquitted out of hand by a jury of 
twelve citisens of the county of Los 
Angeles. That fact, remarkable as it 
was, was made more emphatically so 
by the declaration of the District At- 
torney to the effect that he was de 
feated in his efforts to bring a crim 


inal to justice by the “damnable % 


mosphere created 
where the trial had conducted,” 
and still more emphatic by the act of 
the trial judge, George H. Hutton, who 


| stepped down from the bench and with

shouts of “Hallelujah!” congratulated 
the defendant on the happy issue of 
his trial! 

The proceedings in this first trial 
of Darrow had been indelibly marked, 
almost from the beginning, by acts 
of irregularity, scenes of disorder, 
unwarranted, shameless and dema- 
gogical appeals to the jury; judicial 
feebleness and indecision, resulting 
in frequent unpunished contempts of 
court, and at last a flagrant miscar- 
riage of justice, obvious, as freely de 
clared by them, to the minds of 
scores of observing judges, lawyers 
and laymen who had heard or read 
the evidence. Judge Hutton was con- 
demned for this act by a very large 
majority of the bar of Los Angeles 
county, as well as by a great num- 
ber of the general public, and that 
condemnation reached across the con- 
tinent, drawing out scathing criticisms 
from journals of the highest standing 
in the land. The result has been that 
although Judge Hutton had secured 4 
place on the ticket for re-election at 
the recent primary, he bas since then 
withdrawn, either voluntarily of 
through moral pressure upon him, 
from the race for a place on the ju- 
dicial bench of the county for the 
next year. 

This does not end the career of 
Clarence Darrow before the courts of 
the State of California. On October 
21 he is to appear for trial upon the 
second charge of bribery lying against 
him. The District Attorney was ex- 
pected by many to dismiss this case 
upon the verdict of not guilty brought 
in the former case against Darrow, 
on the ground of the improbability of 
securing a conviction. Dist.-Atty.

pear to have been the directing minds, 
and whose activities they largely set 
acoing. The Federal government took 
up the matter immediately on the dy- 
namiting of the. Times Building, and 
numerous persons acting under the 
direction of the Department of Jus- 
tice at Washington have been con- 
stantly at work to run down the whole 
awful scheme and if possible stop the 
reckless destruction of property and 
the damnable destruction of life car- 
ried on by this lawless gang in the 
name of “humanity” and for the pro- 
fessed purpose of “uplifting man- 
kind.” . 

The activities of the Department of 
Justice have covered every nook and 
corner, almost, In the United States, 
resulting in the apprehension and in- 
dictment of over half a hundred per- 
sons more or less nearly connected 
with the two misguided men now serv- 
ing time in the penitentiary at San 
Quentin, California.

We know that when the 
McNamaras were arrested a mass of 
documents belonging to J. J. McNa- 
mara was seized in his office and other 
places where they had been hidden. 
It is believed that these documents 
implicate men far above the Me- 
Namaras, and the dragnet of the De- 
partment of Justice, as drawn 
through the United States from ocean 
to ocean, has caught in its meshes 
men in several cities from San Fran- 
cisco to Chicago and beyond. 

Here again these cases, numerous 
though they be, are in the hands of 
the legally-constituted authorities of 
our country. The clews have been fol 
lowed by men in the employment of 
the Department of Justice, and those 
charged with the crimes will be prose- 
cuted by attorneys in that department, 
and every case tried before a judg: 
sitting on the Federal bench.

ANGS DEFENSE 
ON ONE WORD. 


GIRL OVER EIGHTEEN Is NOT 
CHILD, CONTENTION 


Ruled that Substitution of Word 


Cites Webster's Dictionary to 
Show “Children” Applies to 
Young Persona. 


The failure to substitute the word 
“person” for “child” in the first clause 
of section 26 of the Juvenile Court 
law of 1911 is deemed by Judge Wil- 
bur in an opinion handed down ves 
terday as an obvious inadvertence 
which may properly be taken 
cognizance of by the courts in an 
endeavor to ascertain the true pur- 
pose of the Legislature. The point 
was raised in the case of Edward 
Clark, who is charged with having 
contributed to the delinquency and 
dependency of Marjorie Smith, aged 
18 years. 

The law holds that the parents, 
legal guardian or person having the 
custody of any dependent or delin- 
quent child or any other person who 
shall by any act or omission encour- 
age, cause or contribute to the 
delinquency of such person shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Clark’s attorney set up the claim 
that as Marjoric is more than 18 years 


old, she is not a child, and therefore | 


Clark cannot be convicted of having 
contributed to her dependency or de- 
linquency. In overy other section of 
the act the word “person” is used and 
not the word “child.” 

Judge Wilbur cites numerous au- 
thorities, Including Webster's die- 
tionary defining the word “children.”’ 
The Supreme Court of Michigan held 
that the word “children” includes all 
minors, .while the Supreme Court of 
lowa ruled it is quite frequently ap- 
plied to any young person, at any age 
lese than maturity, and is often used 
in the broader sense of offspring. 

If the word “child” were to be con- 
strued in section 26 without reference 
to the history of the law or its pur- 


pose, Judge Wilbur holds, it would at 


least be confined to minors and would 


not cover Majorie Smith. But in view 
of the history of the section, the word 


child would undoubtedly be construed 


as at least Including all persons under 
the age of 18 years. The entire scope 


of the amendment, however, shows it 
was the intention to throw around 
persons under 21 years of age the 
security and the custodial powers and 


influences that had theretofore been 
exercised with reference to children 
undr 18 veare of age 

The court holds it wae the Intent 
of the Legisiature in the amended act 
to make punishable, as a crime, acts 
defined and committed 
to any person under the age of 21 


years.

WHITTIER STIRRED UP. 
ORDINANCE IS ATTACKED. 

Liverymen and other owners of 
horses and mules are arrayed against 
an ordinance recently passed by the 
Whittier City Council, which, they de- 
clare, if enforced, will kill the livery 
business and prohibit the stabling of 
animals for domestic and trade pur- 
poses in that city.

of the best interests of the people of this 
free city, the banner which for a quarter 
of a century has been kept by us “full high 
advanced,” floats today from the flagstaff 
of the New Times Building.

“Sometime, 
sometime” the bodies will be clothed with 
the cerements of death, but the souls will 
“go marching on.” 

The Times has ever been a wise and 
loyal friend to the workers of the country.

It has said to them: “It is 
your right to accept employment or remain 
idie, as you will.

HAT 1S RAW MATERIAD? 

Essays have been written and 
speeches have been made concerning the 
labor cost and the raw material cost of 
manufactured articles. The terms are mis 
leading. There is practically no such thing 
as raw material cost, for there is no such 
thing as entirely raw material. Take & 
pair of shoes, for instance. The shoemaker 
was the taborer who fashioned them out of 
the raw material called leather. The tan- 
ner was the laborer who made the leather 
out of the raw material called a hide. The 
butcher was the laborer who killed and 
skinned the steer. The farmer was the 
laborer who mowed the grass and raised 
the corn that fell the steer. The only time 
the shoes were raw material was when 
they were galloping about on the back of 
the steer. 

Tak’ a coat. The tailor was the laborer 
who made it from the raw material called 
cloth. The spinners and weavers were the 
laborers who made the cloth from the raw 
material called wool. The shearer was the 
laborer who clipped the woo! from 3 back 
of the sheep. The coat was raw terial 
when it was on the back of a bigating 
sheep, und hardly then, for the sheep were 
herded and fed with the help of labor. 

The conditions crpated by a protective 
tariff are prosperous and just. The ultimate 
purpose of a tariff for revenue only is free 
trade, and free trade with all nations would 
produce equality of wages between the la 
borers of all nations. When the ocean tide 
is receding the waters of the harbor level 
down, they do not level up. 

If the American manufacturer who pays 
his hands two dollars per day is forced to 
sell his product in competition with goods 
made by European laborers who receive 
one dollar per day, then the American work- 
er must accept one dollar per day or give 
up his job. 


There is a large cattle interest on this 


Coast. The price of steers is high enough 
to warrant the shipment from here of many 
carloads East, West and North. When the 
Panama Canal is completed cattle can be 
shipped from Guaymas to New York for 
less than one-half the freight rates by rail 
from California to the same point. The men 
employed on the Mexican cattle ranges re- 
ceive less than one-third the wages paid to 
our cowboys. If the duty on Mexican cat- 
tle shall be removed then either the wages 
of our bronco busters will go down or our 
cattle owners will financially “go up.” 
Another important industry is wool. The 
sheep owner here pays his herders $30 to 


, $40 per month and their board and they 


live as weil as he does. It costs him over 
two cents per pound for freight to New 
York. 

The woo! grower in the Argentine pays 
his herders but $7 per month, and they live 
on frijoles, chili con carne and evil-emelling 
cigarettes. It costs him but half a cent per

Lawsuit on Today. ~ 


Long-standing differences 
the orange growers ot the distriet con- 
tiguous to Pomona and those liviug in 
or near Upland and Ontario will be 
given a hearing in the Superior Court 
today in the beginning of what From- 
es to be a long and hard-fought 
Dual. 

At a conservative estimate $15,000, - 
000 worth of property is involved, as 
the litigation strikes at the right of 
the San Antonio Water Company and 
its many stockholders to divert wa- 
ter from San Antonio Creek. At least 
5000 acres of orange trees depend 
upon these waters for irrigation and 
the municipalities of Ontario and 
Upland are dependant upon the sys- 
tem for domestic uses. 

On the other hand, the complaint 
sets forth that the Irrigation Com- 
pany of Pomona, subsidiary com- 
panies, and the cities of Pomona and 
Claremont are in absolute need of the 
flow it is alleged the defendants are 
diverting to their own use. 

TWO MONTHS.’ TRIAL. 

The trial is to be before Judge Con- 
rey. It is estimated that eight weeks 
will be consumed in the hearing. The 
complaint occupies forty-eight print- 
ed pages. 
Many of the points involved are ob- 
scure, but the gist of the complaint 
seems to be that the San Antonio Wa- 
ter Company in its search for more 
water to refresh the thirsty roots of 
the citrus trees hit upon the plan of 
diverting the orm waters Into natur- 
al reservoirs where much of the rain- 
fall would gradually seep into the 
ground into which the wells are sunk. 
This plan naturally takes away 
some of the subterranean flow, ac- 
cording to the plaintiffs, and thus 
diminishes the supply for the terri- 
tory to the south and west of the 
mountain range. It is alleged that 
there are subterranean reservoirs in 
the canyon which are filled from the 
waters flowing down the mountain- 
side. Below is a natural dyke of clay 
which prevents the waters from pass- 
ing to the south. 

The complaint sets forth that one 
John J. Arent diverted 1000 miner's 
inches in 1888 and that the Consoli- 
dated Water Company of Poniona, 
one of the plaintiffs in the present 
suit, joined in the work of develop- 


ment. 

FIGHT FOR WATER. 
The defendants do not deny that 
they have done everything possible 
in their attempt to get more water 


They say that hundreds of orange 
growers own stock in the company 
which furnishes the water and that 
at least 6000 acres set solid to or- 
anges and lemons would become 
worthless were the irrigation systems 
to mop service. 

ey declare that their interests in 
the waters of San Antonio Creek are 
adverse ta those of the plaintiffs and 


conflicting claims, The defendants say 
that the storm waters are led in con- 
Adults to large tracts of gravel and 
allowed to spread out, thus permeat- 
ing the ground into which the wells 
and tunnels of the various water com- 
panies penetrate. 

Attorneys for either side state that 
the action is only to settle the ques- 
tion of ownership and the right of 
the San Antonio Water Company to 
divert the storm waters to help out 
its system. Al! parties in interest de- 
clare the struggle is a vital one, for 
the uninterrupted flow of water 
means success to rich orchards, and 
the stoppage, ruin. The lawvers say 
that there will be many witnesses and 
much documentary evidence.

WATER QUESTION ON BALLOT.

Voters to Decide Whether Proposed 
Aqueduct Surplus Distributing Sys- 
tem Shall Be Built. 
The voters of Los Angeles will de- 
cide by ballot in the fall election 
whether the plan for the distribution 
of the surplus aqueduct water, recent- 
ly ratified by the Public Service Com- 
mission and the City Council, shall be 
accepted. This was determined yee- 
terday when the Board of Supervisors 
decided unanimously to put the prop- 
osition on the ballot by request of the 
municipality. 


The plan for surplus water distribu- 
tion, as printed in full in The Times 
last Wednesday, provides for the ex- 


expense of $8,400,000. These will go 
to Providencia and Inglewood, to sup 
ply 68,000 acres, at a cost of $1,500,- 
000; to Glendale, 17,000 acres, cost, 
$600,000; La Ca Pasadena and 
the foothill district, 89,000 acres, cost 
$5,250,000; Mission district, = 
acres, cost, $276,000; Chatsworth - 
trict, 27,300 acres, cost, $375,000; Fer- 
nando district, 19,000 acres, cost, 
$400,000. It is expected a revenue of 
$2,500,000 a year will be realized from 
this system, if approved by the voters. 
It does not affect the bringing of the 
aaueduct water into the city.

Identification by Eastern Police 
Seems to Disprove Woman's As- 
sertion that Husband Was 
Drowned in San Pedro Harbor.

A man alleged to be Clarence D. 
Caddigan is under arrest at Washing- 
ton, D. C., for passing fictitious checks 
in that city, according to advices re- 
ceived yesterday by Central Station 
detectives. 

“Con,” as Caddigan is known to the 
police departments of the United 
States and Canada, is wanted here to 
answer to the charge of passing bogus 
checks and realizing several thousand 
dollars on an alleged “gold brick” 
swindle. He jumped his bail before 
he could be brought to trial. N 
There is a standing reward of $5000 
for “Con” posted by the police of Min- 
nea polis for an alleged $26,000 gold 
brick” swindle which he is reputed to 
have turged in that city several y>ars 


ago. 

Caddigan, who has also gone under 
the name of Morse, received consider- 
able notoriety here about a year ago, 
shortiy after he jumped his bail, when 
his body was supposed to have been 
found floating in the harbor at San 
Pedro. 

At that time it was thought that 
Caddigan, fearing he had come to the 
end of his career, had committed sul- 
cide. Mrs. Caddigan viewed the budy 
and between hysterical shrieks posi- 
tively identified it as that of her hus- 
band. The woman pointed out a num- 
ber of marks and other means of iden- 
tification on the body as being identi- 
cal with physical peculiarities of her 
husband. 

“Teddy” Adams, then head of the 
identification bureau at the Central 
Station, took the Bertillion measure- 
ments of the body, and declared that 
b did not correspond with those 
taken of the man while in life. 
Even tm the face of that indisputable 
evidence, Mrs. Caddigan continued to 
insiet that the body at the morgue 
was that of her husband and gave it 
suitable burial. Adams 
more positive in his assertions and the 
police finally decided that the iden- 
tification of the body as that of the 
noted confidence man was a ruége to 
throw the authorities off the track. 
Several eeks ago Maj. Richard 
Sylvester, head of the Washington po- 
lice force, wrote the Chief here for a 
minute description of Caddigan. He 
sald he thought he had the noted 
crook in custody there for passing «a 
number of checks. A description of 
Caddigan, with his picture, was sont 
to the major. A reply was received 
from him yesterday that the identifi- 
cation of his prisoner as Caddigan is 
complete. The man is said to deny 
the identity.

LABOR COUNCIL ROLIS. 
Becretary’s Annual Report Admits 
Great Falling Off in Member- 
ship, With Remarkable Excuse 
‘for itm—Local Laborites Vote 4o 
End Abe Rucf's “Martyrdom.”

That the present membership of the 
Central Labor Council of this city 
is much smaller than a year ago is 
admitted by Secretary-Treasurer But- 
ier in his annual report just given out 
to the members. He tries to account 
for the dropping off of 653 members 
by gaserting that the strikes made it 
Impossible for many labor-union men 
to obtain employment here. This ex- 
cuse caused much amusement at the 
last meeting of the Council, though 
the leaders stated something must be 
done to increase interest. 

Butler reported that one organiza- 
tion, the Electrical Workers’ Union, 
han withdrawn from the central or- 
ganization. During the past term but 
one new union was organized, that of 
the Stationary Engineers’ Union of 
Long Beach.

{Scientific American:] Everyone 
knows that a statue is first made 
in clay by the sculptor. Then in some 
way, usually passed over by the ex- 
Pression “casting,” the clay is repro- 
duced in bronze. Of the intermediate 
steps the general public knows little, 
yet those intermediate steps are of the 
utmost importance. It is in them, as 
well as in the casting of the molten 
metal, that the craftsman steps in and 
replaces the artist. 

When the wet clay, preserved from 

to day by being constantly shroud- 

im wet cloth, is finished, the crafts- 


mold is not used to make the bronse 
cast, but it is intended to be employed 
a plaster cast he clay.

in this operation of making the 
old and plaster cast comes 
fact that there is no retrac- 
the steps once made—no stcond 
the first one falls. 


The clay is then wet down and then 
covered with a thin, cream-like plas- 
ter of paris mixture which has been 
highly colored with some pigment; it 
makes little difference what color it is 
do that it is easily disti ished from 
white. The reason for first col- 
ored layer is seen later on. 

The liquid plaster is sprinkled and 
thrown on the clay statue, the great- 
est care being taken to cover every 
part of it and to have the liquid pen- 
etrate into all the felds and indenta- 
tions of the clay. On the skill and 
care with which this is done depends 
the success of the mold. 

As soon as this first colored layer 
has been finished and set, ft is built 
up to a thickness of perhaps an inch

Tue delicacy of the process 
comes in because the molds do not 
always pull;“ that is, to get the molds 
off it is 2 to break the clay 


the inner clay dug out by hand with 
the help of streams of water. 

When the various pieces of the plas- 
ter mould are all remov they are 


They are 
then assembled in place, ready for 


casting. 

In a large statue no attempt la made 
to cast the whole in one piece: the 
legs and half the trunk form one plece, 
the head and chest another, the two 
arms are cast separately, and so on. 
In order that the several parts should 
fit one another accurately the moulds

The walls of the 
plaster cast, like those of the mould, 
are from four to six inches or more 
thick, but a hollow space is always 
left in the trunk and legs and arme 
of uc a statue, so tha, in drying 
there is plenty of room left for air to 
penetrate and get to both sides of the 
cast. 


When the moulds are all cast and 
the whole has dried a sufficient time 
comes the most delicate part of ali 
getting the moulds off the cast, for 
these will not pull from the plaster 
¢ast any more than they did from the 
clay. In this case, however, it ts not 
the cast, but the moulds, which are 
broken in removing them, and now 
the significance of the colored layer 
in the mould becomes apparent. 

The caster, working away at his 
moulds with mallet and chisel, is safe 
so long as only white chips fly; as soon 
as he gets to the colored layer he goes 
most carefully, knowing that imme- 
diately beneath it lies the cast. The 
moulds are taken off in many pieces 
and thrown away. their function fin- 
ished, what remains is a plaster cast 
exactly like the original clay, which 
may be shipped away to the bronze 
factory (as the 


many pieces into which the oronze is 
poured. 

Large statucs take several days to 
cast, both mould and plaster cast, and 
at almost any *ime the labor of months 
of sculpturing may be ruined by care- 
less work. Of course, moulds are 
broken in making and statues in plas 


ter are chipped. These accidents are | 


not necessarily rulmous, as breaks in 
either mould or finished cast can-be 
repaired. But the destruction of the 
clay that the plaster mould may be 
made, the destruction of the mould 
that the plaster cast may emerge, like 
a butterfly from the cocoon, is a deli- 
cate and one mistake in

FASTEST WATER 

Hydroplanes Supplanting Displace- 

ment Boats as the Champions in All 

Classes on the Water. 

[Leslie’s:] The hydroplane, as the 
name s bears a similar relation 
to the water that the aeroplane does 
to the air. Theoretically the speeds of 
hydroplanes and seroplanes of equal 
weight should be the same, but there 
are difficulties under which the hy- 
Groplane labors which have so far 
worked against this equality of speed. 

There are two kinds of hydroplanes. 
The first 14 really a skimming boat, in 
that its planing surfaces act on the 
surface of the water in the same way 
that a skipping stone jumps from wave 
crest to wave crest. In these skim- 
ming boats it is practically impos- 
sible to reduce the surface of the 
planes to their most efficient amount; 
in other words, there must always be 
more surface presented to the water 
than is actually necessary for sup- 
have herself with even a moderate 
port in order that the boat may be- 
have herself with even a moderate 
degree of comfort.

demonstrated by Cooper Hewitt in this 
country and Senor Enrico Forlanini 
abroad, but these boats have never!

The letters produced included the 
one written by President Roosevelt 
October 14, 1904, hertofore published, 
in which he told Mr. Harriman to an- 
cel his proposed visit to Washington 
if he thought it was dangerous to Mr.

A letter from Mr. Harriman De- 
cember 20, 1904, asked the President 
to consider W. H. Stillwell of pee 
the pending vacancy 

of the Terri 
tory of Arizona. To that Secretary 
Loeb replied that the President did 
not know of any vacancy, but “will 
carefully look the matter up.” 

A letter from President Roosevelt 
October 2, 1904, proposed that Mr. 
Harriman come to Washington tw 
visit him. Succeeding letters showed 
Mr. Harriman did not find it conven- 
lent and that on October 9 President 
Roosevelt wrote: 

“There is no hurry about my seeing 
you, fof the only thing that could 
be pressing—that is the financial sit- 
uation—is not so at present.. 
Any time you come down this win- 
ter will do.” 

A letter from Mr. Harriman De- 
cember 28, 1903, indorsed W. C. Ral- 
ston as candidate for naval officer at 
San Francisco. President Roosevelt 
replied December 30 that “there are 
one or two points in reference to the 
case which I shall like to go over with 
you, if you feel that you care to come 
to Washington.”

sive Dispatch.) The battleship 
Fiortda, super-dreadnaught, is an im- 
portant addition to the American sea- 
fighting power. The length of the ship 
is 521 feet, six inches over all. She 
has a beam of eighty-eight feet, two 
end one-half inches. The mean 
Graught is twenty-eight feet, six 
inches, and the total displacement 
is 231,825 tons. This is exclusive of 
rigging. When trimmed for battle her 
displacement will approximate 13, 
000 tons. Her bunkers carry 2500 
tons of coal, and her tanks 400 tons 
of fuel oll. She carries armor of steel 
plates twelve inches thick, tapering 
to eight inches below the water line, 
and on portiong of ‘the turrets not 
exposed to direct fire.

Copper in Steel Rails. 
[Mexican Financier:}] Copper 
never figured in manufacture of rails 
in this country, but it now seems 
likely to do so, in which event there 
would be a new demand for more 
than 100,000,000 pounds of the metal 
per annum. 4 engineers 
of the New Haven Hroad looked 
into the history of about six miles 
of track that had far outlived the 
ordinary, life and usefulness of the 
average steel rails, and is still in good 
condition. They found that this six 
miles of track was laid with rails im- 
ported from Glasgow, Scotiand. An- 
alysis of the rails showed that, in 
distinction from the ordinary type of 
steel rail, they contained about 1% 
per cent. copper. Many of the steel 
companies now have orders on their 
books for the manufacture of rails 
containing 1% per cent. copper, and 
an important new use for the metal 
is on the point of coming into ex- 

istence.

Representatives of the Chester 
Fireproof Building Company, Title In- 
surance building, Central Fireproof 
Building Company, Security building, 
Bilicke-Rowan Fireproof Building 
Company, the Alexandria hotel prop- 
erty, Torrance, Marshall 4 Co., R. A.

Financial aid and co-operation of 
the First National Ban Merchants 
National Bank, National Rank of 
California, German-American Trust 
and Savings Bank, the Security Trust 
and Savings Bank and other financial 
institutions is to be given the city in 
securing the site. 

City Attorney Shenk last night 
stated that officials of the Los Ange- 
les Investment Company had formal 
ly reported that they cannot see their 
way clear to bid more than $550,000 
for the property, which Shenk avers 
is worth $1,000,000. 

Secretary W. D. Deeble of the in- 
company substantiated 
Shenk's statement that the company 
would net bid the necessary $600,000. 
He said that the company will bid but 
$500,000 for the property. The city 
had depended upon this company's 
id to secure the site and Council 
authorized it For a time it looked 
as though the deal, In so far as the 
city was concerned, would tan 
through. 


“We do not feel in a position to pay 
$600,000 for the property without 
some assurance that the city would 
take it off our hands. The city gives 
no euch assurances in its option con- 


City Attorney Shenk says the in- 
vestment company wanted absolute 
instead of optional control of the 
property, which they were to purchase 
by a gold bend issue and turn over to 
the city upon demand for the price 


Details of the investment com- 
peny's decision and the new plans 
were made public yesterday afternoon 
by City Attorney Shenk when he pro- 
Guced a letter signed by J. F. Mar- 
tori, president of the Security Trust 
and Savings Bank, wherein Sartori 
submitted a tentative proposition to 
be later incorporated into a contract 
for consideration by the Council. 

If the citizens’ bid is successful 
they agree to give the city a contract 
or option to purchase the property 
upon certain terms. These terms are 
that the city shall pay the citizens’ 
interested the same amount involved 
in the purchase from the State, the 
city to have an option on the prop- 
erty. On the execution of the option 
contract the city ie to pay $10,000 to 


1913. 

One hundred thousand dollars with 
interest is to be pald on or before De- 
cember 1, 1913, and this payment 
shail continue the option to December 
1, 1914. Another $100,000 and m- 
terest is then to extend the option to 
December 1, 1915, when the balance 
and interest le due. 

Interest is to be computed to De- 
cember 1, 19138, at 5 per cent. per an- 
num on the money theretofore paid 
by the citizens on the purchase price 
from the time of payment; and there- 
after, on deferred payments of the 
city at the rate of per cent. All 
payment for or on account of the 
option, except payments on account 
of interest, are to be credited on the 
purchase price. 

The city is to assume and pay all 
insurance, taxes, assessments and oth- 
er public charges of every kind and 
character made against the property 
until the site ie finally convered. At 
the time the city takes over the prop- 
erty a complete accounting of all 
rents, interest or revenue received 
from the property in excess of ex- 

is to be made. 

It the city does not carry out its 
payments the option is to be forfeited, 
the contract and contrect rights ter- 
minated, and all moneys previously 
pald by the city are to be forfeited. 

NO PERSONAL PROFIT. 

“Tt is our intention,“ said Sartori, 
“to turn the property over to the city 
without realising for ourselves any 
income or profit whatever. We do 
not intend to charge the city for such 
expenses as our incorporation or the 
incorporation annual license fee and 
taxes. We intend to bear such ex- 
penses ourselves and they will not be 
included as part of the expenses men- 
tioned above.” 

City Attorney Shenk will present 

the proposition to the Council this 
morning. It ratified, Council will 
robably appropriate the necessary 
10,000 for the option immediately. 
No time will be wasted in lengthy 
discussion of the pros and cons of 
the matter, as these were all threshed 
out when the Finance Committee of 
the Council authorized the tnvestment 
company to make the $606,000 bid.

Found in the American Indians 
Whose Traditions Resemble the 
Records in the Old Testament.

Biblical scholars in declaring that he 
had found in the American Indians 
the lost tribes of Israel. The superfi- 
clal resemblance between the two 
peoples was so striking that he was 
let to say: “When I look at their 
children I imagine im, the 
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Jewish quarter of London.” The Rev. 
J. Wesley Annas says in Zion's Herald 
(Boston) that as late as 1889 a well- 
informed representative of the Mos- 
koki tribe, when questioned concern- 
i the legends of his people, replied: 
“They are all in the Old Testament. 


of taking them down from our peo- 
ple. Corroborative of this is the 
statement of De. W. W. Warren in his 
history of the Ojibway nation that in 
response to parts of the Bible which 
he translated for this people they 
said: “The book must be true, fer 
our ancestors have told us the same 
stories for generations.” The theory 
here presented is not new, the 
“Jewls EncychppeMa™* giving the sub- 
stance of it without pronouncing upon 
Its credibility. The writer meets the 
objection to the theory based on the 
great distance between the habita- 
tions of the two peoples by citing the 
books of Fadras: 

“They affirm that after the cap- 
tivity ‘the Hebrews resolved to sep- 
arate themselves from the heathen 
and to seek a spot where they might 
religiously observe the law, for the 
violation of which they had been so 
severely punished. Accordingly he 
reports them to have migrated to e 
country which was uninhabited, and 
os far dtetant that they journeyed for 
a year and a half, or even more. 
“This theory is further supported 
by the writings of the famous Manas- 
sah Ben Isracl, who tells us that 
America and Asia, now separated by 
Bering Strait, were formerly one con- 
tinent. and that during this. early 
period these Hebrews penetrated to 
America by land. 

“Adding to these statements the 
fact that the Indian legends all affirm 
that their ancestors came into the 
country from the northwest. we 
seem to have three connecting links 
in the chain of our evidence.” | 
Still more conclusive proof is found 
in a comparative study of the lan- 
guage, religion, customs and tradi- 
tions of the two peoples. Such re- 
semblances as these are noted: 
“Like the Hebrews, the Indians, 
when first visited by the Buropeans, 
were a very religious people, lyet they 
had entirely escaped the idoltary 
which was common to almost all an- 
clent peoples. ‘They acknpwiedged 
but one God—the Great Spirk—and 
Mo name by which He was known 
was Ale, the old Hebrew name for 
God 


“In their dances they were heard 
to say distinctly, Hallelujah.“ or 
praise to Jah—the very word which 
was used by the Hebrews themselves. 
“They kept annual festivals, which 
resembled those of the Mosaic ritual. 
They performed morning and evening 
eacrifices, and offered of their first- 
fruits to God. They practised the rite 
of and celebrated a 
feast like that of Tabernatries. They 
had ‘cities of refuge,’ to which even 
a murderer might fleet and be safe. 
The Indians reckoned time in the 
same manner as the Hebrews, and 
their year began at the same season. 
The same superstitio seem to have 
marked their burial-Dlaces, and the 
same creeds were the rule of their 
lives, both as to the present and the 
future. 
“The Indians, as well as the ancient 
Hebrews, ved in tribes ruled by 4 
chief, and their forms of government 
were almost identical. The clan sys- 
tem of the Indians has preserved 4 
clue to some of the mysterious rites 
of the early Hebrews. What is now 
known about the clan system of the 
Iroquois explains what was formerly 
mystical about the tribes of Israel. 
“Bach tribe had a totem, usually

some animal, such as a deer, a bear, 
or a panther. So, also had the 
Israelities such a totem, and this ex- 
plains why, tn the blessing of Jacob 
upon his sons, Judah is surnamed a 
lion, Dan a serpent, Benjamin a wolf, 
and Joseph a bough.”
